According to plan, the normal strength of each platoon is to be 33 men. The 
actual strength, however, is usually 16 to 22 mn. It dropa to 13 or 15 man 
during the periodswhen some members receive political schooling, are ill, or 
are sent to attend special courses in radio, driving, etc. 


The training center for the Karlovy Vary battalion is located at Doupov (N52/- 
P89). At this center, which is equipped vith three light tanks of the Russian 
type, members of the SNB border units are civen a three months!’ course in pari- 
gan warfare. : “54 


The following is a description of the composition and duties of a platoon in 

the Liba areas The. actual strength of the platoon was 22 men, but of this 
nunber, the platoon commander, his deputy, the typist, the commnications man, 
and the guard at platoon headquarters were not engaged in guarding the border. 
Tyo patrols consisting of two men each were used to guard 9 lm. of the fronticr. 
Hach patrol had eight outposts to cover during the normal eight hours of cuty. . 
This was cut down to six hotra or even four during bad woather, Theoretically, 
the patrols going off duty wre to he met at the frontier by replacements, but 
this practice wig not strictly followed and there vere frequent intervals when 
the border was not warded. Under normal circumstances, these intervals usually 
occurred betywaen 12 m. and 1 p.m. and between 6 and. 7 p.m. During the nirht 

the border was usveally not guarded between 2.and 4 a.m. Since most of the members 
of these units were quite younp, they often neglected their duties to attend 
dances in tho villages, particularly on Saturday nights. 


Every platoon has an American type radio transmitter and receiver. Communica- 
tions are open from 6 a.m. until 10 p.m. every day and, if an alert is ordered, 
during the entire night. Information is transmitted in code, the key being 
iasued and changed by Unit 9600 in Praha. This key is known only to the wlateor. 
commander and the cormunications man, and it is chaarzed when someons who knows 
the key escapes across the border. When the telephone is used, numbers are 
often substituted for names. In addition to the normal civilian lines, the
